G.S.R. 719.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession

5. Liability of persons appointed as Peons to undergo 
Training as Home Guards :— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, every 
person appointed as a Peon under these rules, excepting those 
who are physically handicapped shall undergo training as 
a Home Guard for a period of 3 years. 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home Guards, 
may having regard to the performance of and standard of 
training achieved by any person during the period of training 
reduce such period to two years for reasons to be recorded in 
writing." 

6. Power to relax—Where the Central Government Is of 
the opinion that it Is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded fn writing, and in consul¬ 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons, 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Govern pteut from time to time 
in this regatd.

G.S.R. 721,—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the constitution and in supersession 
of the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
library Assistant (Group ‘C’) Recruitment Rules, 1982, 
except a* respects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession, the President hereby makes the following

G.S.R. 730.—Whereas certain draft rule further to amend 
the Indian Electricity Rules, 1956 were published as required 
under sub-section (1) of Section 38 of the Indian Electricity 
Act, 1910 (9 of 1910), with the notification of the> Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Energy (Central Electricity 
Board) No, G.S.R. 354 dated the 28th April, 1989 In the 
Gazette of India Part H, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated 13th 
May, 1989 inviting objections or suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of tho period of 
ninety days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette 
of India in which the notification was published were made 
available to the public. 

Afld whereas public notice was published in leading daily 
newspapers during lune, 1989. 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made 
available to the public, on 30th May, 1989. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 37 of the said Act, and after due consideration of 
the objections and suggestions received, the Central Electricity 
Board hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Indian Electricity Rules, 1956. 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may bo called the Indian Electricity 

(Amendment-1) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of final 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Electricity Rules, 1956— 

(f) after Sub-rule (2-A) of Rule 3, the following shall 
be inserted, pamely :— 

“(2B) the proivsions contained in Rule 3(2A) will also 
be applicable in respect of other Sub-stations of 
132 KV and above from a date to be specified in 
the appropriate Government but such a date shall 
not be later than 3 years from which this rule 
comes into force,” 

(ii) In rule 4-B : 

(a) clauses (a) and fb) shall he renumbered as causes 
(a) and (h) of Sub-rule (1) and clause fc) shall 
bo re-numbered as Sub-rule (2) of that rule ; 

(b) after sub-rule (2) as so re-numbered, the follow¬ 
ing new sub-rule shall bo inserted, namely :_ 

"(3) The appropriate Government may relax require¬ 
ments of practical experience in case of officers 
otherwise found suitable but a notification under 
Sub-rule (2) of Rule 4-A in case of such officers 
shall be issued only after they have acquired the 
experience as required by Sub-rule (1).” 

(hi) In Rule 75, the following proviso shall be inserted 
at the end, namely :— 

“Provided that no conduclor of an overhead line shall 
have more than two joints in a span.”
